Forty .\enrh ago, In a certain college, 


six young men formed themselves Into 
a society, partly literary and partly 
for "good fellowship." They were all 
good writers, and at their weekly meet- 
ing eaeii had a composition of ms own. 
Then they all drank together, until 
(hey 
were hardly able to linil their wav 


lo their looms. 


One of those men has recently told a 


friend that, after three or four months 
of this association, he discovered that 
from a condition In which he had hail 
to force Himself to drink, having no 
natural taste for liijiior, he found thai 
he was getfng to like it, and to long 
for it, and he had common 
sense 


enough lo cut himself loose at once 
from his "club" membership. The 
others went on, and the annals of our 
college contain no sadder story than 
theirs. 
One of them died In New 


Vork a few years ago, noted for his wit 
and his learning, but a slave lo Ills ap- 
petite. Jt was said that every night be 
retired to his library and, with a bol- 
lle beside him, drank himself into 
miconseiousnes.s. At the early nge of 
thirty-eight lie was found there one 
morning dead. 


Another one walks the streets of the 


mctiopolis, picking up an anccrlaln 
living with his once brilliant pen. 
His tacc and person are revolting lo 
behold, his dollies are In lalters, 
he has Install self-respect and honor— 
a shame and a disgrace lo his college 
and his country. 


Two of the others lived In obscurity 


unlil they were past thlrly, when they 
dropped into drunkards' graves. The 
one wlio broke oil' was the only one 
\\ ho has ever arrived at distinction or 
has been of any service lo the world. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson, one of Ihe wis- 


est men that ever lived, though his 
vviltings (except his dictionary) were 
so unimportant, ne\cr uttered a more 
universal trulh than when he a dinned 
of himself, "1 can refrain entirely, 
but 1 cannot be moderate." 
It is 


probably at least ten times as hard 
to be a "moderate drinker" as to 
maintain total abstinence. 


We arc wont to lament the awful 


prevalence of Intemperance, and It Is 
indeed appalling; but It Is not as 
bad now as when presidents am cabin- 
el members habitually drank lo ex- 
cess, as some of Ihcm did even no 
further back than In the sixties of the 
last century. Within the memory of 
men and women now living, minis- 
ters of the Gospel were sometimes seen 
abroad in a stale of Intoxication, and 
were thought no worse cf for it. That 
could not be today. 


Still, it is a melancholy state <f 


things when In our foremost clubs, in 
whose membership are included pro- 
fessional men of high standing, even 
clergymen, spirituous liquors 
figure 


prominently on the table. Apparent- 
ly there is a widespread feeling among 
an excellent class of citizens that it 
is "narrow" and "bigoted" to refrain 
entirely from wine and whisky. But 
it is hard for some of us to understand 
how such men can free themselves 
from a feeling of awful guilt when 
they see the drunkard reeling through 
(lie street and hear the agonized cries 
of his wife and children. Most men 
cannot go forth and give temperance 
lectures. 
I'sually the most that they 


can do is to set a strenuous example— 
which should be one of total abstin- 
ence. Cod help us all to stamp out 
from our beloved land this awful curse 
of rum'. 


Newtown Factory Destroyed. 


New town had a disastous fire last 


Friday night that dcslroyed one of its 
most piomislng industries.

The loss Is estimated at about $10,000, 


which is partly covered by Insurance 
in the Buckingham company.
